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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Terita (4,681,392). . 

Terita discloses a contact 20 comprising: a compliant section 29 defining a 

longitudinal axis, a plurality of slots (not numbered), and at least one rib 22, and 

comprising a pair of beams 24 surrounding the slots and the at least one rib, the 

slots extending along the axis, the at least one rib being located between two 

adjacent slots; and a first section 21 joined to the compliant section. 

As to claim 2, the contact further comprising a second section 30, 

the compliant section connecting the second section and the first section. 

As to claim 3, wherein the compliant section comprises a pair of slots and a rib, 

the slots being symmetric about the rib. 

As to claim 4, wherein the rib extends along the axis. 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, Terita in figures 5-8 also show that the thickness of 
rib 22 is greater than a thickness of each of the beams 24, and each of the 
beams has a convex outer surface. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Terita. 

Terita also discloses a stamped contact part for use within an electrical 
connector, comprising: a compliant section 29 defining a longitudinal direction 
and including: a pair of slots spaced by a rib 22 and extending along said 
longitudinal direction and through said compliant sections in a thickness direction 
of said compliant section which is perpendicular to said longitudinal direction, 
each of said slots being located between said rib and one corresponding outer 
arc-like beam 24 in a transverse direction which is perpendicular to said 
longitudinal direction. It is noted that the dimension of said rib along said 
thickness direction is not larger than that of said arc-like beam along said 
thickness direction. However, it is submitted that said claimed dimension 
limitation is an obvious design of change in size (In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237) and 
is not critical to the stiffness of the contact. It is further noted that the thickness 
of the rib in the dimension perpendicular to said claimed thickness direction is 
already greater than a thickness of each of the beams (figures 5-8). 
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Regarding claim 8,wherein said dimension of the rib is substantially equal to a 
thickness of a remainder of said contact part.
